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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 05/26/2009 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants on page 8 argue that Lynch never suggests and in no way teaches making changes to the first computer (the home node in 
Applicant's invention) as claimed by the Applicant. The examiner respectfully disagrees. In regards to Lynch, Lynch discloses in [0041] 
that it allows a user to transfer application settings, file and other data, of a first format, from a first computer-based device onto the web site 
for later retrieval by another computer-based device, with a similarly or different operating environment. No where does Lynch disclose 
specifically that only the home node is reconfiguring the mobile node. Even if Lynch did disclose that the first computer is a home node and 
the second computer is a mobile node, in [001 0], Lynch clearly discloses "If a user wants to transfer information from a person computer on 
to a mobile computer-based device, such as a cellular telephone, conflicts arise because of different data formats associated with each of 
the said devices. The same is true if one wants to transfer information from a mobile compute-based device such as a cellular telephone to 
a person computer." This clearly discloses that Lynch is not limited from reconfiguring a mobile node from the home node, but actually 
discloses that it is possible for a mobile node to reconfigure a home node. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., how the invention disclosed in Lynch can be practiced in the case where configurations settings from the 
first computer are not provided, and that in applicant's claimed invention, only the home node is being reconfigured and in Lynch the first 
and second scenario are the first and second computer running on different platforms, so such a distinction between platforms is moot and 
does not provide any teachings of applicant's claimed invention) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted 
in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 
1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
